Incidents of their Trip from Havana to 
Mexico—Grant’s Views.

The incidents of the voyage from Havana to 
Vera Cruz were not many or exciting. The 
heat was very great, and the passengers sat 
listlessly on the after deck, chatting or read- 
ing, and avoiding any exertion.

Evenif, by the aid of a ‘solid 
South,” a Democrat should be elected by a 
small majority, it is not unlikely that trouble 
would ensue, forthe North and West would 
not readily submit to a Government chosen by 
that means. What, then, isthe natural re- 
sult of all this? In Gen. Grant’s opinion it 1s 
necessary that the Republican candidate should 
be a man who will not hesitate to use proper 
force to obtain his rights, and the man who 
would not fear to order out. the military is the 
candidate who is wanted. 

Moreover, as between the different leaders 
of the Republican party, it is Gen. Grant’s 
opinion that the antagonism between Conkling 
and Blaine would render either of them a 
weak candidate, and Secretary Sherman would 
be still weaker. The financial policy under 
which resumption has taken place was no 
creation of Mr. Sherman, and his loudly 
vaunted success is due entirely to the policy 
begun and planned by Gen, Grant. During 
the incumbency of Mr. Hayes the real power 
has been in the hands of Sherman, and every 
one knows how it has been used. If any one 
wanted an office, it would be much better to 
be refused by Hayes and supporied by Sher- 
man thanto be promised an office by Hayes 
and have Sherman only a lukewarm support- 
er. 

The foregoing are the sentiments expressed 
by Grantand bis companions in conversation 
since their departure from Cuba. The one 
leadirg idea that seems to possess them is the 
necessity of having a Republican candidate 
who wll! not hesitate to call out the military 
and employ force if by any chance there is a 
controversy as to which candidate is elected 
in November next. Gen. Grant has lately 
been studying in aschool where the use of the 
army to control the wishes of the people is the 
first principle. To say nothing of the lessons 
iu despotism that he learned in Germany and 
Russia, he has seen in Cuba what powera 
government supparted by a strong military 
force possesses. During his stay in Havana, 
where Ke was, to ullinteats and purposes, con- 
fined in an honorable captivity by the Span- 
iurds, and not allowed to see the intense suf- 
fering and poverty of the people at large, he 
had many opportunities to observe the imeth- 
ods of the Spanish Belknaps, Babcocks and 
Shepherds. 

LUXURIOUS QUARTERS IN MEXICO.

As a description of the drives about the en- 
virons of the town and details of the demon-

The adjoin- 
ing room was fitted up as a parlor for the ex- 
clusive use of the ludies of the party, and 
from that opened the rooms of the young la- 
dies. Last of all was a bachelor-like room in- 
tended for anv guest Gen. Graft might invite, 
in which stood a gilded bedstead canopied 
with crimson damask, which was’ formerly 
occupied by ex-President Lerdo whenever he 
sleptin the National Palace. The bath- 
rooms were convenient new tubs, and so oa.

The Cape Cod Ship Canal. 
{From the New York Herald. J 


The work of digging a canal across the isth- 
mus at Cohasset Narrows, the object of which 
is to cut off the tedious and dangerous pass- 
age around Cape Cod, has at last been begun. 
This portion of the New England coast is full 
of peril to life and property, especially ia the 
winter time, and scarcely a season passes 
without the loss of one or moreof the thou- 
sands of vessels plying to Boston and the ports 
along Massachusetts Bay. It is nearly 200 
years since the idea was first conceived of 
constructing the work in question; hut all 
manner of difliculties, legisiative, financial 
and engineering, have stood in the way, so 
that, until the present time, practically noth- 
ing has been done. The course of the canal 
lies through the bed of the Monument River, 
thence crossing tothe head waters of Scus- 
sett River and’ passing into Barnstable Bay. 
Its whole length will be about seven miles and 
ahalf, and the estimated cost is between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000. If the work is 
pushed to completion the advantages to com- 
merce and navigation will be very great, while 
ina humanitarian point of view its benetits 
promise to be incalculable.

WRETCHED IMMIGRANTS. 


Delegates from Famine-Stricken Ire- 
land and Hungary. 
[Fromthe New York Herald, 9th. | 


The famine in Ireland and Hungary and the 
poverty resulting from the faiiure of the 
crops in other parts of Europe are beginning 
‘o show their results atthe landing depot of 
the Commissioners of Emigration in this city 
—Castle Garden—in two ways—first in the 
largely increased numbers of immigrants and 
second by the greater number of cases of dles- 
titution among them. The arriva s of steerage 
passengers so far this year are more than 
double the number at the same period in 1879 
and the indications are that even at the pres- 
ent rate—and the proportion is constantiy in- 
creasing—the accessions to our national popu- 
Jation by immigration from Europe will for 
this year reach at least two hundred and sev- 
enty-five thousand persons. The arrivals at 
Castle Garden for February were more than 
twice as)numerous as the arrivals during the 
same month last year, and the steerage pas- 
sengers who landed the first week of March, 
ending on Saturday, are more than twice as 
numerous as those who came during the same 
week 1n 1879. On Sunday the arrivais were 
as follows: By steamer Rhein, 432 immi- 
grapis; by the Zeeland, 224; Baltic, 3065; Sile- 
sia, 422. Yesterday the Elysia brougnt 104 
immigrants. By the Baltic came a number of 
families from the South of Ireland. They told 
terrible stories of the destitution and suffer- 
ing there, and said that every family that can 
doso would be likelytocome away. The 
emigration from the laboring aud poorer 
cjasses Will be limited only by the numoer of 
those who ean raise money enough to get 
away, aud they say that to come to America is 
the aesire ofall those whoare sultficring the 
harcships of poverty and famine. All those 
who cane on the Baitic have friends andin- 
They 


tend settlinginthe Western States. 
left Castle Garden yesterday morning. 

Among the arrivals on Sunday by the Silesia, 
from Hamburg, were twenty-five Hungarians, 
from the famine-stricken portion of their 
country, where the floods of last aucumn wasnh- 
ed: away the crops. 

‘*They are the most wretched creatures we 
have ever had here,’’ saidan official. ‘* They 
have been half starved and are only half cloth- 
ed. ‘The tirst thing we had to do for them the 
moment they landed, was to provide them 
something to eat and enable them to keep 
warm. ‘They are utterly destitute.’’ 

They looked wretched, indeed, as they 
munched sandwiches greedily and huddled 
about the stoves in the rotunda at Castle Gard- 
en yesterday, When areporter visited them. 
The party were all men, except one woman 
and a little child. The woman looked wan 
and thin, the babe at her breast was very 
thinly dressed and its bare toes were blue with 
cold. Someofthe men had no shoes, but 
only pieces of sheepskin tied about their feet 
with leatherthongs. All werethinly clad and 
bad’pinched, sallow fuces. Three of the men 
bad their feet so badly frozen from exposure 
that they had to: be sent to the temporary 
hospital at Castle Garden. Two of them, 
Feodor Lojak, agedtwenty-three and Simon 
Skalko, aged fortv-three, were ina very bad 
condition. The party sre all from the same 
provincein Northern Hungary—Semplina— 
and all tell substantially the same story. 
Through the roundabout medium of two in- 
terpreters—one to translate the Slavic into 
German and the other to render this into 
English—the reporter learned something of 
their sad history. It appears that the 
whole party are smal! farmers and agricultur- 
allaborers. Their home 1s in a mountainous. 
rather sterile country, which never, even in 
the most favorable seasons, yields anything 
but a scantcrop. Last fall the crops, poor 
as they were, were swept off by the overflow 
of the river Donau and its tributaries, which 
run tbrough Semplina. The houses and live 
stock of the villagers were also destroyed. 
Since then they have suffered for food. Their 
mcst substantial food has been a soup made 
frcm rye bread and onions, and they have 
thought themselves 1icky to get one meal a 
day. There was much distress and suffering 
for food. 

‘It was reported that the government had 
done something to relieve the sufferers by the 
flood. Did you not receive this aid?’ asked 
the reporter. 

‘*No,’’ was the reply of one of the most in- 
telligent of the partv. ‘*‘We heard that inthe 
soutoern part of Hungary—along the banks 
of the Donau, where the floods were even 
more disastrous—the government had aided 
—_ starving people. But we received’. no 

elp. 
‘Is there actual suffering for food there 
still’’’? was the next question. 

‘Yes,’ was the reply, “the poorest people 
are those who have remained behind, for we 
got money enough to get to America by sell- 
ing our bedding and other little property, but 
these at home had not enougn tosell to pay 
for tickets to leave.”’ 


Pictures From Ireland. 
[Geo. H. Hepworth in New York Herald. | 


Let me give you a sample of what I saw in 
many scores of huts, and in a few that are 
thatched andof stone and stand on the edge 
ofa bog, which affords them peat for fuel. 
They contain three small rooms. Oneis the 
room where the household lives. Through a 
small hole in its roof the kitchen smoke is 
forced to escape. There is almost a peat 
famine this year on account of the wet 
weather. ‘lhe only fuel consists of a bunch of 
green twigs. Another room is for the cow— 
ifthey are happy enough to possess one, 
which is very rarely the case. The cowis part 
of the family, and always goes through the 
front door. In the third room, which is prob- 
ably eightor nine feet square, the family 
sleep. ‘They have one bed, with two thin, 
worn-out blankets, and here four of a house- 
hold cf njne must sleep, not lengthwise but 
osaveainovarian themselves.as best they can. 


* The rest pile up a small bundleofstrawin the 


corner and sleep onit. Pressed *by hunger, 
they have eaten all their store of potatoes,and 
the only foodin the whole house is a few 
pounds of Indian meal, which they mix with 
water and make intoa ‘‘stirabout.’’ This is 
all they bave, and ajl they will bave until the 
autumn. What wonder then that they should 
be disheartened and discouraged? I have 
asked again, whatgpart of their wretchedness 
is due to intemperance? Iam assured that it 


-is caused solety by the utter failure of the 


crops, and with ail this poverty the majority 
of the Irish are cheerful. The peopie are 
enduring the great stress of suffering witha 

luck and courage which are truly admirable.

furnace. The certificate, which was signed by 
Professor A. Jacobi, gave erysipelas as the 
cause of death. The transit permit was grant- 
ed and the body was taken to Washington yes- 
terday afternoon. Dr. Haln resided with his 
family at No. 233 East Fifty-second street. 
He was of Jewish birth and was born in 1842 
in Germany, where he studied medicine. He 
came to this country 1n 1869 and in a few years 


r attaineda good practice among the German 


classes. Although he sympathized stronyly 
with Dr. Felix Adler’s movement and his 
kindergarten system, he did not join the So- 
ciety for Ethical Culture. Three years ago 
when cremation began to be discussed widely, 
he became interested in the suvject and ex- 
pressed a desire to have his body cremated 
ufter his death. Aboutthis time Dr. Adler 
delivered a lecture favoring cremation, and it 
Was understood at the time that he was anx- 
ious to organize a cremation society inthis 
city and to build a furnace either ‘here or in 
one of the neighboring cities.

Some 
time ago Dr. Hahn made his father-in-law, 
Mr. A. Kaufmann, promise to see that his 
body was cremated if he died before his father- 
in-luw. Ilesaid he believed in burning the 
body upon philosophic and hygienic grounds. 
Before he aied he reaftirmed his wish. The 
Le Moyne trustecs at Washington were there- 
upon telegraphed to and a reply was received 
that the furnace would be ready by midnigat 
on Tuesday.

THE CZAR’S THNANTS. 


A Reminiscence-of Russian Barbarism 
and Brutality. 
j From the London Globe; | 


A queer story is told of the Winter Palace 
of the Czar, wnich may be given as illustrat- 
ing the great extent of the place, and the 
possibilities of mischief it ords. Inthe 
time of Nicholas,the father of the present 
Czer, anumber of sentries were posted on the 
roofto guard against tire orfoes. Finding 
the climaie up there not altogether so com- 
fortabie as could be wished, this permanent 
watch at length contrived to convey 0a the 
roof the materials for anumber of huts or 
cabins, Which in course of time they erected 
under the shelter of the chimney stack. 5S) 
snug and cory did they manage to make them- 
selves that it at length occurred to the mur- 
ried men amoug them that, as there was plen- 
ty of room up there, tbey might as well en- 
Jarge their establishments. Accordingly 
wives and families, one after another, found 
their way out onto the Imperial leads. Sev- 
eral of the single members of the guard, find- 
ing sucha tempting opportunity of setting 
up housekeeping econonnicaliy, took wives to 
themselves, and aftera while quite a consid- 
erable colony had sprung up. 

How far the development might have gone 
on if the individuals composing this parasitic 
little village had been reasonably cautious and 
careful in their behavior it is difficult to guess; 
but the establishment of families among the 
chimneys of the palace led gradually tothe 
accumulation of domestic animals. Fowls 
multiplied amazingly, and goats became nu- 
merous, and flourished so well in the bracing 
atmosphere thatat length it was suggested 
that a cow might conveniently be added to the 
farm stock. How the animal was elevated we 
are not informed, butitis stated as a fact 
thatit was by some means hoisted to the 
roof, and was eventuaily the ruin of the com- 
munity. The lowing of the cow came to cer- 
tain Cfticial ears, and led to an investigation 
and the total breaking up of the queer little 
society. Evenatthattime itis said thatjthe 
Russian Emperor felt so little confidence in 
his personal security that nobody ever knew 
in which bed-room he was going tosleep. A 
large number were always kept ready and un- 
occupied,jand at bedtime the Czar would 
quietly slip into any one of them selected at 
the moment. 

The Winter Palace is described as the larg- 
est palace in the world, being one-third larger 
than that of the Emperor of Austria, and un- 
surpassed in point of splendor. It is the resi- 
dence of the Czar-and his court during the 
winter, and stands on the left bank of the 
Neva on the site of a house which, in the reign 
of Peter the Great, belonged to his Higa Ad- 
miral, Count Apraxin, who bequeathed it to 
smperor Peter Ill. It wasso completely de- 
stroyed by fire in 1837 that it Was necessary to 
rebuild it, and one of the not least remarkable 
fucts connected with it is that its present form 
wus the work of two short years. Custine 
vives a terrible description of the rise of this 
monstrous citadel. In erder to compicte the 
task at the time appointed by the Czar the in- 
terior works were continued during the great 
frosts, and when the thermometer outside was 
30° below zero of Reaumur 6,000 workmen 
were dailyshut up in halls heated to 80° of 
Reaumur in order that the walls might dry the 
quicker; so that these poor wretches had to 
endure a difference of 60° of temperature. 
No wonder a considerable number of them 
died daily; and it is said that those who were 
engaged to paint the interior of the most 
heated halls were obliged to place on their 
heads a kind of bonnet of ice in order to pre- 
serve the use of their senses under the burn- 
ing temperature.

CONGREGATIONAL SINGING. 


Ridiculous Incidents of Which it Has 
Been the Cause. 
{From the Bradford Observer. | 
Years ago some ofthe incidents arising out, 
of the slovenly and ignorant manner in which 
‘*congregational singing’’ was managed was 
so ludicrous that it was impossible to resist 
laughing. lremember being asked 01¢ fine 
Sunday morning to assist at a village Sunday 
school. The *‘superintendent” was a garden- 
er,and the way in which he read out one of 
Dr. Watts’ **Divine and Moral Songs”? for the 
children to sing was very droll—the separa- 
tion of ‘‘verses’’ of four lines into couplets of 
two, without reference to the context, making 
the greatest possible nonsense of some. One 
occurs to me now, which made me smile 
aloud. Fancy the following read gravely, as 
thovgh-it were a complete sentence: 
sirds in their little nests agree 
And ’tis a shametul sight! 
sutonthe same day, when we attended the 
service in the chapel, it was still worse. ‘The 
old gardener having to read out the lines: 
God is His own interpreter, 
And He will make it plain, 


read the first line: 

God is His own intrumpeter! 
Sometimes even in the established church the 
ignorance of the ‘‘clerk’’ gave rise to amusing 
contretemps. TF remember an old man who 
was clerk at St. Mary’s at Leicester forty years 
ago Who always boggled at one word in a fa- 
verite hymn ofthe Vicar. ‘The hymn was the 
well-known one: 

We've no abiding city here, 
and one of the verses commences thus: 

We’ve no abiding city here, 
This may distress the worldling’s mind. 

The word worldling was indeed a pons 
asinorum fortbe poor old clerk, and the con- 
gregation were all in a titter when he came to 
it. ‘**This ma-ay distress the wor-rul—wor- 
rul—wor-ruld—wor-1uldin’ moind,’’ was gen- 
erally about what hemade of it, andthe or- 
ganist, the clever Mrs. Wood, always played 
the organ its very loudest at that time, to 
drown the tittering of the congreyation. ‘The 
createst tiascoes, however, arose from the 
selections of inappropriate tunes. One in 
Which the words ‘f‘And bow before’ the 
throne,’’ were rendered thus: 

And bow-wow-wow, WOW-WwOW-wow, 
Wwow-wow, 
And bow-wow-wow before the throne. 

I have been looking through some le‘ters 
lately, andam able now to give afew more 
specimens. There is a bymn—I forget in 
what collection—in which. the line **With Thy 
benediction seal’? occurs.

The French Crown Jewels, 
[From the New York World. J 

The French crown jewels, which have al- 
ready been described in the World, are not 
all, it seems, to be sold off. The diamonds 
and other precious stones, like the Regent 
and the Sancy, which nave an_ historical im- 

ortance, are to be sent to the Maseum of the 

ouvre, and those that are of interest from a 
mineralogieal point of view will be deposited 
in the Museum of Natural History, while the 
other gauds, which are merely articles of per- 
sonal jewelry, will be sold. The proceeds of 
their sale—they are valued at $600,000—will 
be turned over to the museum treasury. At 

resent the eight national museums have only 
$30,000 a bear between them for acquisitions, 
an so are unable te compete 
with the more favored institutions of other 
countiies for the purchase of rare articles or 
collections. Under the new arrangements their 


available revenue will be doubled, and there 


will bea large reserve ready for emergencies, 
while a precedent would be established in 
favor of their competency to receive gifts of 
money. This isa much more reasonabie 
proposition than the original one—to sell off 
all the **crown jewels,’’ without exception, 
lest the temptation of wearing them should 
lead some Miladi Macbeth to induce her.bus- 
band, M. Macbeth, to overthrow therepublic 
and erect a monarchy or an absolute empire 
upon its ruins. When thethrone is next set 
up in France it will always be easy and of ad- 
vantage to the tradesmen of Pafis to getup a 
new set of jewels for the new sovereign.

WOMEN AND DIVORCE. 


Where They Obtain Two Decrees to a 
Man’s One—Their Wide Range of 
Causes. 

}from the New York Geraphic.] 


Why should wives,in a State where the 
number of women largely exceeds the num- 
ber of men, rush into the divorce courts so 
readily? is the first question which the reader 
of recently published Massachusetts statistics 
is hkely to put to himseif. During the past 
twenty years, out of a total of 7 233 divorces, 
4,833, or more than two-thirds, were granted 
towomen. An examination of the causes for 
which they were granted shows that the ex- 
cess is mainly on the pleas of adultery, 
desertion, intoxication and cruelty in their 
various legal classifications: Of adultery, 
adultery and desertion, adultery and cruelty, 
adultery and intoxication, desertion, desertion 
and cruelty, desertion and intoxication, de- 
sertion and neglect, intoxication, intoxication 


-and c1uelty, intoxication and neglect, cruelty, 


extreme cruelty, etc. For intoxication there 
were 417 decrees granted to women as against 
35tomen. Of those granted for desertion 
women obtained 1,950 and men 1,063; for 
adultery the former got 1,654 and the latter 
1,295. while for cruelty the women got all that 
were given, 598. 

The Massachusetts law allows forty-four 
causes for divorce, which are nearly all varia- 
tions of the four chief causes of adultery, 
desertion, cruelty and intoxication. Out of 
these forty-four men-availed themselves of 
five only, while the women left just that num- 
ber untried, making use of thirty-nine. Less 
than half the divorces were granted for causes 
that would have been rega*ded as valid a gen- 
eration ago, and the increase is entirely in 
favor of the Women, to whom new causes have 
been opened or old causes largely modified 
Within the last few vears. Desertion, which 
is the ground of over two-fifths on which 
divorces have been granted to women, has 
been gradually reduced frem seven to three 
years, While intoxication as a cause for abso- 
lute divorce is acreation of almost the last 
eight years. 

In 1860 the divorces in the State to the mar- 
riages bore the ratio of one to fifty-one, and 
since then they have increased—not very 
steadily, excepting since 1874—until the ratio 
now is one to twenty-one. The. marriages 
themselves have, however, been almost sta- 
tionary, which is something rather startliag to 
find in an American community. In 1860 they 
were 12,404, and in 1878, when the population 
had increased fully tifty per cent, they were 
only 12,893. They have not been stationary at 
these figures, there being 16,437 in 1873, the 
greatest number in any one of the past twen- 
ty years. That the panic of that vear had 
something to do with the decrease that fol- 
lowed is a fair inference, probably. The dif- 
ference, however, between 1873 and 1874 is 
not very great—being S87s—but it increased 
steadily until 1876, when it amounted to nearly 
4,000, 

That the cities furnish a large number of 
divorce casesin proportion to population is 
not at all surprising; the only surprise about 
the matter is thatthe proportion Is not creat- 
er. Suffolk county, which means Bostoa, has 
22 per cent of the population and 27 per cent 
ofthe divorces, Which, as large cities go, 
shows a very moderate indulgence in this 
species of moral dissipation. Massachusetts, 
asa Whole, makes a very good showing, in 
fact, when she is compared with Connecticut, 
for instance, where every eleventh marriage is 
annulled by a divorce.

TILDEN AND GRANT. 

One of the curious features of American 
politics is the great influence one party ex- 
ercises upon the fortunes of the other. 
Nothing can be clearer, for instance, than 
the enormous debt of gratitude which the 
Republican party owes to the Democracy— 
or rather to the stupendous folly of Demo- 
cratic leaders who alone brought the Re- 
publican party into power. 

In 1860 Republican success was due to 
the idiocy of dividing the Democracy in 
three parts and running three Democratic 
candidates against Abraham Lincoln, who 
was elected by a minority. 

In 1864 and 1868 nearly one-third of the 
Union did not vote at all, or only voted by 
bayonet, not ballot. But in 1872 Grant's 


re-election was due to the  unex- 
pected and amusing abortion at Cin 
cinnati. Greeley’s’ nomination was a 


monstrous absurdity. It repelled thous- 
ands of disaffected Republicans and kept 
hundreds of thousands of Demecrats from 
going to the polls. Every intelligent ob- 
server or student of politics knows thata 
decided majority of the American people 
were ready and anxious to vote against 
Grant in 1872 until Greeley was put up. 

Is it possible that history can repeat 
itself? 

The revival of the venerable Mr. Til- 
den as a candidate is a curious result 
of the Grant boom. Two 
ago Mr. Tilden’s own friends and organs 
had given up all hope and admitted that, in 
the face of the result of the New York eclec- 
tion last fall, Mr. Tilden could not be a cane 
didate. 

Yet to-day Mr. Tilden’s friends are hope- 
ful and pushing, and there can be no doubt 
about the efforts that are being made on 
his behalf. 

Mr. Tilden probably and naturally thinks 
that though he would have no possible 
chance of success against the Republican 
party united upon some strong candidate, 
he might achieve a victory over so weak a 
candidate as Grant, whois sure to repel

a. large independent and Republican 
vote. ° The friends of Grant, = on 
the other hand, hope that Tilden 


will be the Democratic candidate, thinking 
his by far the weakest nomination the Dem- 
ocrats could make. 

In one word, while the friends of Tilden 
depend upon Grant’s nomination, the 


friends of Grant hope and pray for Tilden. 
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But we do not think it among the serious 
possibilities that Mr. Tilden can ever again 
receive a Democratic nomination. In the 
face of the division in his own party, and 
the change of public sentiment about his 
character, such an act would be the most 
stupendous Democratic folly committed 
since 1861.

CORRUPTION IN ENGLAND. 

The sudden dissolution of Parliament has 
created a little scare in the London money 
market. Comsols fell, money became scarce 
and the rate of interest rose. The chief 
cause was mentioned in the cable dis- 
patches of yesterday. It deserves to be 
rescued from the obscurity of an ordinary 
average cablegram. Here is what the cable 
Says: 

It is calculated that the expenditures of can- 
didates will. aggregate over £2,000,000, which 
amount must be withdrawn from London and 
gentto the provinces. 

“Expenditures of candidates” is a mild 


expression for what Americans would con- 
sider a corruption fund to control 
and carry the election. But suppose the 
election of every American Congress should 
involve the expenditure of two millions of 
pounds? Whatan outery of indignation, 
what an outburst of exaggeration we 
should hear from one end of the Union to 


the other. | 
Still, it must be admitted that ten mil- 


lions of dollars is a tremendous 
sum to be spent in the election of 
a Parliament the members of which 
receive no pay. We do not believe 


that the total cost of any Presidential eclec- 
tion in this country ever reached one-tenth 
of thatsum. Probably the largest amount 
ever spent for election purposes in this 
country was spentin 1876, when the elec- 
tion was close, when one of the candidates 
was rich himself, and the other was sup- 
ported by _ the money _ interests. 
Yet, notwithstand’ng Mr. Tilden’s income 
was “at that time at least $1,000 
a day, his triple campeigo for the 
nomination, the election and before the 
Electoral Commission cost him not much 
over $200,000. On the other hand the 
largest sum to the Hayes fund was contrib- 
uted by Mr. Jay Gould, who gave $70,000. 
In England these sums would seem paltry. 
There the number of*very rich people is 
so great, and the anxiety to hold po- 
litical honors is so intense, that 
often a single seat in Parliament involves 
the expenditure of $200,000 or $300,000. 
The truth is that a great deal of the sup- 
posed corruption of American politics is 
mere bosh—due to the tendency of the 
to exaggerate and _ sensationalhize 
everything—to turn and_ twist every- 
thing into party capital, to expose every 
blemish or spot by glaring calcium light

do these things more quietly. 
them on a larger scale. 

Ours is a pretty good cpuntry after all. 
It willeven stand comparison with Eng- 
land, where a single election costs $10,000,- 
000, where a single family’s sham royalty 
costs about $5,000,000 every year, and 
where a few hundred privileged aristocrats 
own the land of millions and tens of mill- 


ions! 


For some inexplicable reason the Italian 
Government has been engaged for several 
years in squandering its surplus revenues 
on iron-clad war vessels and heavy arima- 
ments. Italy not only owns-the biggest 
gun in the world—the hundred and eighty 
ton infant at Spezzia—but she has recently 
received from the English yards the most 
powerful war Vessel afloat—the ‘‘Duilio.”’ 
A dispatch announced the other day that 
during experimental gunnery on 
board the iron monster a gun burst and 
wounded a number of the crew. This sus- 
tains the theory that up to this time 
the big iron-clads have proved _ disas- 
trous only to themselves and those who 
operate them. The sinking of the English 
‘Captain,’ a few years ago, the accident to 
the ‘‘GrogSer Kurfurst,”’ and a long series of 
disasters to the English iron-clad ficet, 
demonstratés that these great floating bat- 
terles are not seaworthy. They have no 
elasticity, and when the slightest damage 
overtakes them they go to the bottom like 
lead plummets. The accident on the 
‘‘Thunderer’’ in the Sea of Marmora, last 
year, followed by the bursting of one of the 
big guns of the ‘“Duilio,’? would seem to 
indicate that heavy ordnance is not the least

; of the dangers encompassing those who go 


down to the* sea in iron-clad diving-bells. 
The probabilities are that unless the @vail- 
ability of these monster war vessels is soon 
demonstrated in actual war the world has 
seen the end of costly extravagance and 
clumsiness in naval architecture.

‘The Criminal Court Considering the 
Case Against Alexander Cage. 


This afternoon inthe Criminal Court the 
case of Alexander Cage, indicted for the hom- 
icide of Thomas Royal, was taken up for trial. 
The prosecution was conducted by Col. Nor- 


mile and Murphy, while Mr. Turner repre- 
sented tke prisoner. 


Cage is a young man, 
yesrs old, and was 
dressed in @ dark suit of clothes 
as he appcured in court this morning.

The Celebrated Frenchman: Passes 
Through St. Louis, 


Only Stopping to Lunch at _the 
Union Depot.

A Pen Picture of and an Interview With 
the Traveler.

The PusT-DISPATCH announced in its is- 
sue last evening that Count Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, the great Frenchman of Suez 
Canal fame,would arrive in Si. Louis to-day, 
inspect the great bridge and visit the Merch- 
ants’ Exchange, and this announcement was 
repeated inthe morning papers. Well, the 
creat Frenchman has come and gone; but he 
did not carry out his prozramme. He simply 
passed through St. Louis, stopping at 
the Union Depot tolunch and then proceed- 
ing directly on h@ journey to San Francisco. 
Count De Lesseps left Washington last Tues- 
day evening for St..Louis via the Vandalia 
Line. He was due at the Union Depot at 
half-past 7 this morning and promptly the re- 
porter of the Post-DisPaTCH was on hand. 
But the train wes one hour and a balf late and 
it was fully 9 o’clock before it arrived at the 
depot. Meanwhile Mr. Steveas, of the 
Vandalia road, met De Lesseps at East St. 
Louis, and he wasthe only gentleman pres- 
ert to greet the Count on behalf of the city. 

AT THE UNION DEPOT. 

As the locomotive steamed up to the depot 
the PosT-DISPATCH reporiéer, the only repre- 
sentative of the press who was present, 
boarded the train and was shortly introduced 
to De Lesseps and party. M. De Lesseps 
was accompanied by Mr. Nathan Apple- 
ton, of Boston, who was a _ .member 
of the’International Congress of Geograph- 
ers, and who ofticiated as interpreter for the 
Frenchman. The remainder of the...party 
comprised three young gentlemen apparently 
just out of their teens,and a bright, ¥ivacious 
girlof from ten totwelve years ef -age, his 
daughter. These latter spoke Engtish with @ 
broken accent. De Lesseps himself... con- 
versed only in French, and when he talked to 
Mr. Stevens, the help of Mr: Appleton 
was requisitioned. The Count wnd'party had 
their baggage checked through to San Fran- 
viseo, and then adjourned to the Depot Hotel 
toindulgeinaluneh. There was something 
legs than half an hour to spare, as De Lesseps 
had already informed the reporter that he had 
been compelled to change his=plans, and was 
going straight throvgh to San Francisco on 
the Missouri Pacitic which started at ?:5u. 

PEN PICTURE OF DE LESSEPS. 

Count de Lesseps wore a dark frock over- 
coat and black beaver hat. : He was without 
cloves and was very unpretentious and affable 
in manner. He wears his years (they are sev- 
enty-five) with an easy grace, showing no 
sign of age in his moveinents, which are very 
quick and frequent, thoughnever jerky. His 
manner is nearer that of a man twenty-four 
years old than a person half aceatury older. 
He married the present Countess 
de Lesseps (his second wife) in 1809, 
and they have seven children, twoof whom 
are twins. ‘Whea he reaches out his hand or 
changes his position, it is with some object, a 
fact of small importance in itself, although 
indicating the nature of the man. His hair is 
almost white and close cropped. His eyes 
are black, large, restless and fringed by heavy 
lashes, over whic! ave shaggy eyebrows. His 
face is tanned by exposure in an cquatorial 
sun and ruddy with the evidence 
perfect health. A moustache is the only 
biisute, adornment on _ his face. It is 
small, iron gray, bristling, and has an aggres- 
sive character. In stature he is below medi- 
um beight (perhaps a shade or two shorter 
than Captain Eads, but stouter). Iis bearing 
is erect, his munrner suave, courteous an 
polished. 

HIS MOVEMENTS. 

While De Lesseps was partaking of his 
lunch the reporter engaged in conversatio 
with him. | 


Said De  Lesseps: ‘f landed 
in New York on the 24th ~ =o off 
February, having arrived on the 


steamer direct from Panama, where I had 
been superintending the survey of tlie pro- 
posed route for the Jnteroceanic Canal. After 
addressing several scientific associations there 
on the subjec. of the canal I proceeded to 
Wasbington, where 1 visited the President 
and appeared before the Ilouse Committee on 
the lateroceanic Canal and explained my 
views.’’ 

He fugiher expressed great admiration for 


America and its wonderful ‘werks’ of 
engineering (this is De Lesseps’ first 
Visit to this country). When 


spoken to concerning our great bridge he re- 
vretted thattime did not permit him to ex- 
amine it, but he said that its construction and 
plan had been fully explained to him in Wash- 
ington by Capt. Eads. Ile also expressed re- 
gret to Mr. Stevens that he could not accept 
the invitation of the Merchants’ Exchange to 
visit them. 

**You see,” he said smiling!ly to the reporter 
through the medium of Mr. Appleton, ‘I 
have engaged passage on the steamer which 
sails from New York on Mareh 831. 
andexpect to sail for Hurope on that day, 
so I have barely time to reach San Francisco 
and return.” - 

THE PLAN OF HIS CANAL. 

Several interrogatories were then put to tie 
Count respecting the canal, which he an- 
swered briefly, as follows: 

‘*The whole secret of the task to be per- 
formed is to join the twoseas together ata 
piace that will furnish the two needed levels. 
‘There isno other place thanthe Isthmus 
of Parama that answers the requirement. It 
will ncéi do to project a canal with locks. What 
Wwe propose is an open canal without locks ex- 
tending on a level from ocean to ocean. We 
propose to utilize two valleys, the valley of 
the Chagres River and the valley :of the Rio 
Grande, the former emptying into the Atlantic 
and the latter into the Pacitic. These two val- 
leys Will be joined by piereing the intervening 
mountain, La Culabre, which is ninety metres 
high. As the Valley of Chagres is subject to 
periodical inundations which would materiallv 
obstruct the current and create impediments 
to navigation, itis proposedto build a dam 
forty metres high and create a bed for an ar- 
tificial lake that will hold the overflow and 
contain, 1,000,000 cubic metres of water. ”? 

**W hat will be the cost of construction ?”? 

“T estimate that at $168,000,000, and the 
work can be accomplished in eight yeirs, or, 
working with a large force of men, in six. The 
canal will be forty-five miles long. The Suez 
Canal is 100 mies. The Panama Vanal will be 
fifty yards wide onthe surface and twenty- 
two at the bottom, with a depih of about thir- 
ty-six feet.’’ 

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

“What have you to sav in reference to 
President Hayes? message and the Monroe 
doctrine?’ 

‘I approve of if* heartily,” answered De 
Lesseps, *‘witbout restrictions of any kind. 
It is just, it is right. Nobody must try to 
combatit, In ‘it lies the safety of the Ameri- 
can people. I have always held to 
it, You know that I have been 
a diplomatist. I remember perfectly what 
Canning wrote to Monroe, so that.when I 
speak of the Monroe doctrine so decidedly you 
will observe that 1 am not talking from the 
impalpaple substance of information guth- 
ered in reading current newspapers. The 
Monroe doctrine is not infringed upon in the 
least by the building of the canal. The peo- 
ple’ have only to read the articles by 
which the United States of Columbia 
ceded the right to build the canal. It pro- 
vides for the most complete neu ty in the 
operation of the canal. In fact the clause that 
bears upon this most important matter {s 
written in the same words and phrases as the 
one by whigh the Suez Canal is protected. I 
cannot imagine anything that could more se- 
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to any commercial nation whatsoever than this. 
But,”? remarked De Lesseps, ‘‘I have nothiag 
to do with the political questions; I have to 
build the canal and the gvernments can settle 


that.” 
THE DEPARTURE. 

Attbis juncture the interview was inter- 
rupted by the approach of Mr. Dickinson, of 
the Missouri Pacific, who was introduced to 
De Lesseps by Mr. Stevens and informed the 
party that the train was readyto depart. It 
was half-past nine; accordingly tney all 


boarded the train with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Stevens and the 
Post DISPATCH representative. ‘The train 


was not quite ready to depart, and the cele- 
brated Frenchman and his friends stood on 
the rear platform. Mr. Stevens began to ex- 
plain to one of the young gentlemen the con- 
struction of the great bridge, when the] young 
Frenchman replied, in his imperfect Englisa: 

‘‘Meester Eads in Vashington, he give us 
all de explanasheeng.”’ 

*-Will vou return via St. Louis, Count?’’ 
queried the reporter. 

**No, I shali come back via Chicago.’’ 

‘‘1)o you expect to remain in that city?’ 

‘4 shall not. I will not have time.’ 

The shrill whistle was heard. The iron- 
horse snorted and slowly the train moved out. 
Hands were shaken in token’ of 
adieu, and Countde Lesseps and party passed 
out of sight. 

DE LESSEPS’ LIFE. 

Ferdinand de Lesseps was born at Versailles 
on November 19, 1805. He entered public 
life in 1828 as an attache at Lisbon, and after- 
wards held several consular offices. M. 
de Lesseps ranks as one of the great- 
est men of the day: He pos- 
sesses remarkable energy and _ mental 
resources and he has the unusual capacity of 
being unswerving in hts line of conduct and 


faithful to his conviction. He is descended 
from an energetic and good stock. His father 


went into Evypt in advance of the first Napo- 
leon: his mother was a blood relative of the 
Count of Montijo, the brother of the Empress 


Eugenie, and it was thus that he stood in 
such high favor with Napoleon the 
Third. No man possesses more 


medals and decorations than he. _He has been 
twice married. His present wife, the Coun- 
tess de Lesseps,is about thirty-two years old,

the daughter of M. de Bragard, aJudge in the 
Island of Mauritius, where she was 
She married the Count de Lesseps on his re- 
turn from Palestine in 1869, and, as above 
mentioned, they have had seven children.
